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FOREIGN LANGUAGE “COURSES STRESSED 


IN NETHERLANDS; FORMER TEACHER 
TELLS OF OTHER EDUCATIONAL IDEAS 


(Note: Following is the sixth 
article in a series, written by 
Harry P. Crandel, former Porter- 
ville high school teacher, who is 
now on a scholarShip teaching as- 
signment in the Netherlands.) 

All schools in this country stress 
foreign languages, and so during 
the seventh and eighth year of 
schooling, two or sometimes three 
foreign languages are studied by 
the students. 

Evening study courses for fac- 


tory, shops and office workers are. 


available in many of the large 
cities. There are also many schools 
for ‘the blind, the deaf and dumb, 
and the physically or mentally 
handicapped. Much interest is 
shown in schools for navigation, 
agriculture and forestry. There 
are also a great number of nurs- 
ery schools, however, attendance 
in these schools is voluntary. In 
1953, about 170,000 children be- 
tween the ages of three and six 
attended a nursery school. This 
is quite a number, if we take into 
consideration that this country 
has only about ten million inhabi- 
tants. 

Practice teaching is compara- 
tively new in this country, I be- 
lieve it is as recent as 1952. Nat- 
urally, students who wished to 


‘|teach did follow a certain course 


of study, but practice teaching is 
‘a very new addition to the teacher 
| training in this country. 

Training for the prospective 
teacher varies, just as it does in 
jthe United-States. After studying 
this subject for some, time, I came 
to the conclusion that the teacher 
training in this country is very 
familiar to our method in the 
United States, the one great dif- 
ference is of course the practice 
teaching, which is new. 

All secondary teachers have five 
or more years of university work 
behind them. Some of the elemen- 
tary teachers have less, and some 
of them have more. However, 
there is quite a difference in the 
fact that most, or practically all 
of the teachers, teach only one 
subject. However, teachers in the 
secondard schools here may be 
specialists, they very often have 
not the slightest knowledge of 
psychology, or the difficulties of 
adolescents, and teaching methods. 
They may have had such a course 
in the university, but they were 
not compelled to follow these, and 
so their main difficulty is the 
practical teacher training. How- 
ever, as I have mentioned before, 
|that is now being remedied in 
the universities.

Leiden, and others are at Utrecht, 
Groningen, Amsterdam has two, 
and one at Nymegen. There are 
four other schools which are some- 
what on the university level, these 
are the school of engineering at 
Delft, the school of economics at 
Rotterdam, and also at Tilburg, 
and the school of agriculture at 
Wageningen. WBducation in these 
schools is limited to certain sub- 
jects. About twenty per cent of 
the students at the universities 
are women. 

The rights of the parents to de- 
cide what kind of education they 
want for their children is, I be- 
lieve, taken into consideration. 
The government grants the same 
rights and financial support to 
Roman Catholic, Galvinistic and 
private schools, provided that 
teaching, buildings and equipment 
come up to certain set require- 
ments. The same religious bar- 
rier that segms to divide the coun- 
try, divides the schools. Elemen- 
tary schools are free, and compul- 
sory, except the private schools, 
the denominational. Secondary 
education is not free; however, 
some of the deserving children are 
allowed grants from the gover 
ment to attend the secondary 
schools. ; 

Not until about the nineteen 
fifties has modern education been 
stressed in this country. There 
are however, many what they 
call, Montessori schools. These 
types of schools are named after 
the Italian, Dr. Maria Montessori. 
She began her method of educa- 
tion early in the 20th century 
with defective children from the 
ages of three to six. Later, she 
practiced with the normal chil- 
dren. She has invented some type 
of apparatus for the pupils which 
stimulates interest and attention. 
Now, her methods are also used 
in some of the secondary schools. 
Some of the elementary and sec; 
ondary schools have also adopted 
the modified Dalton Plan. 

Many of the Dutch schools have 
good medical and dental serviced 
for the children. Vocational guid- 
ance has also become of import- 
ance,

The Gulch was spasmadic in its 
flow and on a few occasions it wae 
necessary for Mr. Quinn to take the 
children from school in his buck- 
board, high-wheeled version of the 
heavy pick-up, with the two hors- 
es swimming or wading the flood- 
ed fjord. This was a rare, but ex- 
citing experience. 4 

A dam was built across the 

Gulch by the Spangler brothers 
in about 1900 but was partially 
washed out soon after. Some wa- 
ter was impounded back of this 
dam as late as 1929 when a cloud 
burst in the foothills washed it 
out completely, and the ensuing 
flood caused damage almost as far 
west as Earlimart. So ended one 
‘of the early irrigation projects of 
the’ Valley. A small ditch runs 
along the north side of the Gulch,

ning water up hill.

‘Water for the sheep was pumped 
from a 275-foot well and until 
1907 was pumped by mule power. 
Mules, hitched to a beam were 
blindfolded and slowly trod a mon- 
otonous path around the center 
gear which ran the pump, keeping 
a steady flow of water into a large 
redwood tank and the long low 
wooden sheep troughs were filled. 
Drinking water was kept refresh- 
ingly cool ina burlap covered bar- 
rel beneath the tank platform. 

Homesteaders for miles around 
came to the ranch several times a 
week to fill their water barrels for 
domestic use. Most of the home- 
steads were “‘proved-up on’’ by the 
establishing of residence rights 
and the women and children often 
stayed alone in their isolated little 
cabins made of upright boards with 
batten over the cracks, while the 
husband and father was at work. 

Homesteaders came from all walks 
of life, college professors to rail- 
roaders and farm lands. 

The original ranch house was 
composed of six of these ‘‘board 
and bat’? houses placed together, 
with a long porch along the front 
and side, resembling the rambling 
California ranch-house type of 
architecture in vogue today.

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MILES SHOULD QUIT, NOW! 


How a man can admit in court that he has written a threatening 
letter — a letter that borders on blackmail — then three days later 
file for an important political office, is beyond our understanding, yet 
that is exactly what Earl J. Miles, Democratic candidate for state 
senator from Tulare county has done. 

Last Friday, Miles was ordered in Superior court to pay to Mr. 
and Mrs. Joseph Cristallos the sum of $1,125 in back rent for a build- 
ing in Visalia that Miles had rented to produce amateur plays. And 
in the court hearing it came to light that Miles had threatened to ex- 
pose the Cristallos’ “for cheating the government” unless they drop- 
ped their suit against him. 

Here is the letter that this man, who has the audacity to run for 
state senator, wrote to Mr. and Mrs. Cristallos: 

“T have learned you have cheated the government on your income 
tax. I should report this at once to the income tax department but 
I don’t want to do this because it would mean a long prison term for 
you, Also, the government would have to sell your property to pay 
the back taxes and the fines and penalties. 4 

“Also, the government would probably deport you to the old 
country after your prison term is over. 

“Tf you will go to your lawyer and tell him to drop the case you; 
started against me for rent, I will not report you to the government 
for cheating the income tax department. I'll give you one week to 
tell your lawyer to stop the case. eeu 

“If I have to report to the income tax department it will take 
them a few weeks to check up on certain deals you made back East 
before you moved here. Also, they will want to see all your business 
records since you moved to Visalia. 

“See your lawyer right away and have him stop the lawsuit. That 
will be the end of all the trouble.” 

That’s the letter Miles wrote — a dirty, threatening letter — 
written to people to whom he owed money, to whom the court says he 
legitimately owed money. 

And the man who wrote that letter filed as a candidate for state 
senator three days after the entire, sorry story had come out in court. 

The name of Earl J. Miles on any ballot is an insult to the voters. 
He should get out, now!

ANNOUNCEMENT OF J. Post 
Williams as a candidate to succeed 
himself as county superintendent 
of schools left us somewhat con- 


fused since Mr. Williams, after 
telling the good things about him- 
self, devoted a paragraph to Mrs.

No one has yet successfully de- 
fied the law of gravity. Some 
have attempted it, but always with 
fatal results. Those who have 
succeeded in escaping disaster do 
so because they learn to obey the 
law of gravitation, and nature. 


The law of supply and demand 
is as conclusive as the law of grav- 
ity. It defies the economists and 
politicians who seek through legis- 
lation to make it behave in un- 
natural manner. Like gravity, no 
one has yet discovered how to defy 
this natural law and escape the 
penalties. 


Perhaps no other segment has 
been as guilty in disregarding the 
daw of supply and demand as have 
we farmers. We have gone along 
all too willingly with the plan- 
ners who sold us on the idea that 
the law of supply and demand 
could be repealed and a planned 
economy substituted for it. We 
accepted the theory that demand 
could be regulated by ploughing 
under and nailing shut the supply. 

Now that we are tnreatened by 
the “Frankenstein” of our own 
creation, we discover belatedly 
that supply and demand do in- 


evitably govern prices, and that}

have at our command as much 
data and reliable information fog 
consumer reqirements as have the 
industrialists. We know how 
much milk we can expect to dis- 
pose of, how much beef, how muclt 
cotton or for that matter all of the 
farm commodities. It seems ridi- 
culous to produce beyond that 
point. 

The solution to the problem is 
by no means a simple one but, 
neither is it too complex. In 
view of the fact that much of the 
future prosperity of agriculture 
depends upon the answer it is of 
immediate concern to all of us.

Oid man weather is doing his 
utmost to protect the fish from the 
fishermen and as long as he can 
keep.the water ‘high and roily and 
dampen the spirit of the angler, 
he’ll continue to do a good job. 

Well, it may be a good way to 
quietly usher in the new fishing 
and hunting regulations which 
became effective April 1. If rain 


would let the fishermen out he' 


would be legally allowed to keep a 
sturgeon if he was fortunate 
enough to hook one and was able 
to land it. From April Fool’s Day 
on, it will be legal to keep one 
sturgeon 40 inches long from tip 
of snout to tip of tail. Actually, 
the sturgeon isn’t fished for to 
any great extent as sport, most are 
hooked incidentally to some other 
kind of fishing, mostly catfish. 


California’s sturgeon fishing 


history sort of follows the decline | 


and fall of a wildlife species and 
then an almost miraculous recov- 
ery. 

In 1870 the California markets 
were unable to sell all the stur- 
geon that were caught and great 
quantities of the dead fish were 
dumped back into the river. At 
that time fish over twelve feet 
long weighing hundreds of pounds 
were not uncommon.

Still the catch indicating over 
exploitation and more laws were 
enacted in 1895 making it illegal 
to keep a sturgeon under three 
feet and closing the season for 
five months out of the year. But 


was put on the entirely protected 
list. The protection period con- 
tinued for eight years and then re- 
stricted fishing was tried again 
but the results indicated the old 
sturgeon was just about gone. 
However, it was not until 1917 
that complete closure was again 
enacted into law where it has stood 
until this 1954 April Fool’s Day. 
The big fish has made a remark- 
able recovery but the new law 
does not provide for commercial 
fishing, so what the sportsmen 
take will perhaps make little dif- 
ference. 

California has two species of 
sturgeon, the white and the green. 
The white is one of the largest 
fresh water fish in the world and 
has been reported to grow longer 
than 20 feet. The meat of each 
is about the same but the roe 
(caviar) of the green is inferior. 
The sturgeon spends part of its 
life in the ocean, coming into 
fresh water to reproduce.

Sudan grass does best in fertile 
‘soil where the weather is warm 
jand the growing season relatively 
long. It is severely injured, or 
|killed by light frost. University 
of California is recommending 
Sudan Grass No. 23 as a suitable 
jvariety for the San Joaquin val- 
ley and a particularly desirable 
characteristic of this variety for 
pasture use is its ability to recover 
|quickly after grazing. ' 
| Seeding rates of 15 to 20 Ibs. 
per acre are satisfactory under 
irrigation. 

By pasturing on Sudan grass 
at night and succulent alfalfa or 
ladino during the day, the bloat 
'problem has proven to be greatly 
| reduced. Sudan hay is equivalent 
lin feeding value to other non- 
leguminous hay, such as cereal; 
the protein content is less than
